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THE CZAR’S FUNERAL. 


THE Prince and Princess of Wales on Monday 


evening last left London for St. Petersburg, in order | 


to be present at the final funeral ceremonies of 


Alexander II. We trust that the practical proof of 


sympathy shown by the Heir to the Throne and the | 


most popular of Princesses to the new Czar and 
Czarina on this melancholy occasion may bear fruit 
in the welcome shape of a more cordial relationship 
between Russia and England. 


THE CZAR’S ASSASSINATION 
is so terrible an incident in the World’s History that 
we may be allowed to supplement our last week's 
Pictorial Chronicle of the deplorable event with the 
comprehensive Engraving printed in the centre of 
our present Issue, 


Ап officer named Nowikoff, who was himself a 
witness of the lomentable occurrence of Sunday, 
March 13, communicated to the Novoe Vremya а 
recital of all that occurred. Не says he was walking 
home with two comrades from the Riding-School, 
where the Emperor had been holding the parade, and 
had just reached the Razan Bridge, when he heard 
| aloud report. Nowikoff hurried to the spot whence 

the sound proceeded, and saw a group of people 

about thirty yards from him. A thick cloud of snow, 

mingled with splinters of wood, rose at the same 
| time close tc the nlacc. Then came a second 
explosion. Nowikoff thereupon ran all tho faster. 
and when he arrived at the spot saw a sailor holding 
someone. Тһе snow was thrown up in all directions, 
| and on the ground lay a boy, killed; а Cossack, very 

severely injured; and one other person—the Em- 
| peror—without helmet or mantle, his clothes torn to 
| pieces, his legs shattered, his blood dyeing the snow. 
| Nowikoff threw himself weeping at the Emperor's 
| side, with the words, 


" Good God! What has happened to your 
Majesty ?"' 

The Emperor remained motionless, and Nowikoff, 
with the assistance of some sailors, who had hurried 
to the spot, lifted him up, himself holding him round 
the body and breast, while the sailors, without 
leaving go of their carbines, held the feet. The 
Emperor then attempted to lift his hand to his 
bleeding brow, murmuring twice the word 

“Со,” 

Nowikoff was just about to take his handkerchier 
from his pocket tu bind round the Emperor’s head, 
when the Grand Duke Michael came up and, bending 
down close to the Emperor’s face, said, “ How do 
you feel?" What his Majesty replied it was dif- 
ficult to catch. Тһе Grand Duke ordered the sailors 
to throw down their carbines, and then, taking a cap 
from one of the bystanders, placed it on the 
Emperor's head. They then began to move forward. 
Nowikoff asked the Grand Duke whether he would 
allow the bearers to carry the Emperor into the

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nearest house for the purpose of applying bandages 
to the wounded parts. The Emperor, who evidently 
retained his consciousness, on hearing this, whispered 
in broken language, “ Carry to Palace; there die,” 
and some few more words which were unintelligible. 
The Emperor was then placed Colonel 
Dvortjetsky’s sledge and driven to the palace, where 
he expired very shortly after. 


RUSSAKOFF’S CONFESSION. 


The man who threw the first bomb made a con- 
fession. A special supplement of the Russian official 
Gazette was published on March 15, containing a 
Statement of the Minister of the Interior to the 
following effect :—

ALEXANDER 111. CROWNS 
HIMSELF. 


On Monday, March 14, the day after the death of 
Alexander 11., the officers of the Guards, the civil 
officials, and the Court of dignitaries met in the 
Winter Palace to take the oath of allegiance to the 
new Czar. When all were assembled, at one o'clock, 
the Emperor Alexander Alexandrovitch, followed 
by his Consort (now the Empress), and the whole of 
the Imperial family, issued from the cabinet where 
the remains of the late Czar were lying. In passing 
through the St. George’s Hall, on his way to the

THE MANSION HOUSE MYSTERY. 


Lord Mayor M‘Arthur is to be congratulated on a 
fortunate discovery, which probably saved the 
Mansion House from being considerably damaged.
